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RUINOUS WAGES 


Would Bankrupt Railroads, 
Declares Hooper 


— posed 
Living Budget Predicated on 


Unsound Basis 


Prosperity Can't be Hurried 
by Inflated Pay Check 


CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—Replying to 
published criticisms of the United 
States Railroad Labor Board's re- 
cent decision in the maintenance-of. 
way case, Ben W. Hooper, chair- 
man of the board, tonight issued a 
statement reaseerting that the 
board has served the best inter- 

ests of both labor and the public. 

The decision in the maintenance- 

of-way case was issued late Satur- 
day. It raised the minimum rates 
of pay from 23 to 36 cents to 25 
to 37 cents an hour. Employees 
sought a 48-cent-an-hour mini- 
mum. After asserting that he spoke 
only as an individual, Mr. Hooper's 
Statement said in part: 

| “A wage award which would 
| crush the railroads would ruin 
their employees. 

“A wage award which would 
create an enormous deficit in every 
railway treasury q ould necessitate 
the imposition of higher freight 

rates on the farmers, producers 
and shippers of this country. 

LIVING WAGE TOO HIGH 

“The living-wage idea presented 
to the Labor Board called for a 

72 to 75 cents per hour minimum 
| for common labor all over the 
United States and the maintenance 
‘of proper differentials for skilled 
labor. On the basis of the railway 
income for 1921, this would have 
created a railway deficit of $2,241,- 
639,518. 

A living wage’ is not the thing 
for which the theorists contend. 
They want ‘the living wage,’ which, 
according to their dogmatic for- 
mula, means, at their lowest esti- 
mate, about $1650 per year for a 
section hand. The budget upon 
which this wage was predicated 
was declared by two of the expert 
representatives of the employees to 


adopting it. A wage scale built 
on that basis for all industries 
would exceed the total income of 
the United States by mutiplied 
billions ot dollars.” 


FIAT WAGE UNSOUND 

“A flat wage is as impractical as 
a fiat dollar. Both have been 
tried in Russia where the laborer 
may get millions of rubles for an 
hours work, but what will his fiat 
wage and his fiat ruble buy him? 
| The swelling tide of prosperity in 
our country cannot be hastened by 
methods of thie kind.” 

Mr. Hooper also strongly assailed 
the attitude of Edsel Ford, the 
automobile manufacturer; Samuel 
Gompers, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, and Wil. 
iam Randolph Hearst, all of whom 
had criticised the position of the 
labor board in regard to the living 
wage. e
